‘Have Prevented 
Railroad Wrecks

“NEW YORK—(Calvin's News 
Service)—The two bad train 
wrecks on Labor Day last week 
were front page news in all daily 
papers and all weeklies as many 
of the passengers wêre Negroes, 
and it is timely to recall to public 
attention that both of these 
wrecks could have been preven- 
ted if proper safety devices were 
upset....I .will-here-wzite-on- these 
starting with those developed by 
the late Granwill T, Woods, noted 
Negro Engineer and Inventor who 
invested the. electric third, rail 
and the danger bell ringing signal|% 
system used at railroad cros- 
sings and to indicate the ap- 
proach of trains in railway train 
dispatch stations,

Woods’ safety invention was a 
simple electric battery supply 
which used rails off the tracks as 
electric conductors to carry elec- 
trie switch called a Relay. 

The Relay switch closed when 
“no” electricity was passing thru 
the rails and the closing of the 
Relay swith connected an inde+ 
pendent battery .to an electric 
bell. The development of the 
telegraph sending methods by 
which more than one message can 
be telegraphed or telephoned ov- 
er a single wire at tne same time 
was-another of Woods’ inventions 
and hence it is now possible for 
live heavy current to be grounded 
thru the axels and wheels of el- 
ectric trains and at the same time 
another weaker electric current 
can travel along the track and op- 
erate automatic train stopping 
devices to prevent trains from 
runnign into each other or over 
rails which have already been 
broken or into open switches, 
draw bridges, etc, a 

Other Engineers inluditg| the 
writer helped to develop the Au- 
tomatic train stopping system 
based upon utilization of the basic 
principles—invented by Woods, 
and methods of testing broken or 
fractured steel ‘rails, beams, etc.
